He was later contacted and questioned very closely and asked to cooperate 
with this investigator, but refused to do so# 

A student at the University of Florida and a member of the 
SAE Fraternity was also questioned and cooperated with this Committee and 
will continue to do same, but at this point, is unable to name any person 
in re said investigation, but admits that on several occasions he was 
approached and will try to obtain the names of said persons who did same#
